CALIFORNIA CAT BILL BLOCKED FOR PRESENT 


The Marauding Cat Bill of California, 
drawn up by Miss Gertrude Charney, the 
“one man gang” known as Friends of 
the Birds, and introduced by the Hon- 


Lester T. Davis of Portola before the 
California State Assembly has been 
blocked. 


Whether or not this nefarious bill has 
been killed remains to be seen. It may 
be reintroduced in two years. 


The bill came up for a hearing at a 
subcommittee meeting of the Assembly 
Judiciary Committee on March 21. It 
was this meeting that resulted in the 
tabling of the bill. Miss Charney of Santa 
Barbara was on hand for the event, while 
the opposition was made up of two out- 
standing West Coast cat authorities, 
Robert Wilson, president of the San

Joaquin Cat Fanciers, and Mrs. Della 
Campbell, secretary of the group. 


Chairman of the Committee was the 
Hon. Ralph M. Brown of Modesto. After 
an hour of statements, Committee mem- 
ber, the Hon. Patrick McGee of Los 
Angeles, moved the bill out of committee 
with a “no pass” recommendation. How- 
ever, for want of a second to the motion, 
the bill apparently died in committee. 


At the hearing, Miss Charney referred 
to the cat as a “Dr. Jekyl and Mr. Hyde 
animal,” saying it is not even native to 
America. She said that cats are a total 
washout as mousers; that they are “enor- 
mous” killers of birds; and transmitters 
of disease. She said that the opposition 
to the bill came from the “powerful 
medical lobby”. Chairman Brown assured 
Miss Charney that the committee “had 
not been lobbied.” 


Mr. Wilson, a breeder of Siamese cats, 
told the Committee that Miss Charney’s 
statements were overdrawn. He declared 
that the bill provided penalties of from 
$5 to $50 for violations that would bx 
“utterly unenforceable”. He offered to 
support the one provision in the bill for

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FRANK INN, RHUBARB TRAINER 
EXPLAINS HOW HE DOES IT 


“Rhubarb”, the story about a cat that 
inherited a big league baseball team, is 
in the midst of production now at the 
Paramount Studios in Hollywood with 
“Orangey” a short hair red tabby, owned 
by Mrs. Agnes Murray of Sherman Oaks, 
California, in the title role. Co-billed for 
the starring parts in this comedy by 
H. Allen Smith are Ray Milland of “Lost 
Weekend” fame and Jan Sterling, who 
provides the feminine interest. 

Stuck with the job of attempting to 
train Rhubarb in the mysteries of screen 
acting is one Frank Inn, who has a repu- 
tation for providing animals fully versed 
in the art of acting to the different 
studios. 

One of Inn’s more recent animal stars 
was the Cat, Screwball, a Siamese who 
appeared with Lucille Ball in “The 
Fuller Brush Girl” last year. Here is 
what Inn has to say about cat movie 
stars: 

“A cat is as commercial as a cash 
register. I’m talking about the cats 
who have to be trained for movie 
scenes, not the purring house cat 
who has everything handed to it on 
a platter. This latter type of cat, 
surrounded by persons and objects 
familiar to it, will act in an orthodox 
way—for a cat. 

“But getting them to perform in 
unfamiliar locations is about as easy 
as driving a car with no gas. Some 
film fans think that movie stars are 
temperamental, but a feline thespian 
can cause more gray hair on a set 
than a makeup man’s kit. There’s 
nothing more irritating than the 
blank stare of a stubborn cat who 
refuses to perform until it is good 
and ready. 

“When a million-dollar produc- 
tion grinds to a halt because a cat 
holds out its paw for an extra hunk 
of liver before emoting, it can be 
mighty irritating.” 

Orangey is probably no different than 
any other cat. 

Inn reveals that he has about 25 cats 
on hand for studio calls. On many oc- 
casions he has had to raise a particular 
cat and train it exactly to the specifica- 
tions required by the film script. These 
cats alone earn him nearly $10,000 per 
year, while his feed bill totals $1,200 
annually. 

In an interview recently, he states: 

“T have all kinds of cats to feed. 
Different kinds of film situations re- 
quire a variety of specialized cats. 
For instance, I have ‘crate cats’, 
which are raised in a crate and are 
trained to run back into it. 

“When a scene in a movie re- 
quires a cat to run up a stairway, 
or through a room, all I do is place 
a crate in the right place out of 
camera range and the ‘crate cat’ will 
always head for that spot. 

“Then I have ‘hunchback cats.’ 


They are trained to hunch their 
backs for scenes involving mysteries 
and haunted houses. My ‘fraidy cats’ 
will do ‘scared runs’ with their hair 
bristling, or cringe in a corner. A 
difficult type to train is the ‘shoulder 
cat’. It is taught to ride on a shoul- 
der, staying put until yanked off. 


“Among the other groups are the 
“‘yawners’, the ‘rug pullers’ and an 
assortment of gentle, lazy cats which 
are used exclusively with children. 
“But regardless of what kind they 
are, they'll follow instructions only 
if they feel like it. 


“Cats are really smarter than 
people. Just because they don’t trot 
into the house gripping the morning 
newspaper between their jaws, roll 
over and play dead, jump through 
a hoop, or do a lot of things that 
tickle a human’s vanity and egotism, - 
they're considered dumb. Actually, 
they’re too smart! 


“The way—and the only way— 
to a cat’s talent is through its stom- 
ach. A cat will do some astonishing 
tricks if it knows that a favorite tid- 
bit is the climatic reward. But, un- 
like dogs, they won't settle for a 
back tickle, an ear scratch, or a 
chin rub. 


_ “If what they were led to expect 
isn’t there, you get a baleful stare, 
and any future request is disdain- 
fully ignored. You can fool a lot of 
people a lot of times, but you can 
fool a cat—just once!” 


_ In one of the early scenes in the film- 
ing of “Rhubarb”, Arthur Lubin, the 
director, ordered that Orangey must be 
dirtied up for one of the shots. The 
particular scene called for Rhubarb and 
Milland to be mud-soaked. 


After each brief shot, a complete 
touchup-makeup job was required. Or- 
angey kept licking off the “mud”. 

Milland told a reporter, “Y’know, cats 
are very clean animals. They’re always 
cleaning themselves. But this one beats 
‘em all.” 


After the umpteenth touchup, Milland 
suggested, “Maybe you'd better use a 
different kind of makeup. I feel like 
licking my own stuff off. It sure smells 
good.” 


Director Lubin asked the makeup art- 
ist, “What are you using to represent 
mud ?” 

“Chocolate syrup!” The camouflage 
expert added that chocolate syrup photo- 
graphs just like mud. 

“Use something else!” Lubin ordered. 
“Something not edible!” 

After a long wait, Rhubarb returned 
with a different concoction on his puss. 
And he did not lick the makeup off. 
“What in the world did you use this 
time?” Lubin asked. “The cat didn’t 
lick and it looked just like mud.” 

The makeup artist replied: “Just old- 
fashioned mud!”

Thirty-one show cats make up the fifth 
annual All-Eastern cat rankings deter- 
mined by the results of the 1950-51 ex- 
hibition season throughout the United 
States and Canada. 

The total shows a drop of two such 
ranked cats as compared with last year, 
due to the tightening up of the mathe- 
matical system that is used to determine 
the top line felines of the East . 

New York leads the way with eleven 
listings, followed by New Jersey with 
eight; Connecticut six; Massachusetts 
four; and Pennsylvania one. A Connecti- 
cut cat was sold to a Californian prior 
to the announcement of the rankings. 

Twenty-three of the Eastern choices 
are long hair; five foreign short hair and 
three domestics. 

For the fifth consecutive year, and ever 
since the rankings were established the 
Silver Tabby female domestic, Grand

Double Champion Vee Roi’s Violet 
Lady, a Blue Point Siamese female, 
owned by Mrs. Alice S. Dugan of Harts- 
dale, N. Y., upholds the feminine group 
to carry off Best Opposite Cat of the 
East, by reason of her accumulation of 
points. Violet Lady is a strong candidate 
for 1951 All-America, as is Northledge 
Agapanthus, and could be winner of the 


Best Opposite Sex Cat of the Year 
(1951). 
These two top-scoring entries must 


vie with the best in the South, Midwest 
and West for the title of All-America 
Cat of the Year and All-America Oppo- 
site Sex Cat of the Year. 

Anthony De Santis of Oakland, N. J., 
scored the most wins with six choices. 
Last year he established a new record 
for an exhibitor with individual entries 
by taking eight places and winding up 
with Grand Champion Lavender Liberty 
Beau which won 1950 All-America Cat 
of the Year. Beau is a Blue long hair 
that since has been retired. 

For the first time, Canada has failed 
to win a place in the East, although sev- 
eral outstanding cats were shown by

as well as U. S. A. events. 

The All-Eastern Cat Rankings are 
based entirely on the results of every 
officially sanctioned cat show held in the 
United States and Canada under the 
sponsorship of the Cat Fanciers Associa- 
tion, the Cat Fanciers Federation, the 
American Cat Association and the United 
Cat Federation. A special mathematical 
system worked out for such cat shows 
exclusively is used, with the determining 
factor furnished by competition in the 
individual classes, with additional point 
scoring credited for Best Cat, Best Cham- 
pion and Best Novice with their Oppo- 
sites. 

Points for cats are not determined by 
the championship points awarded by a 
cat registry association, although such 
points are reflected, to some extent in the 
total point scoring of an individual en- 
try. Twenty-five points must be accumu- 
lated by a cat before it can be considered 
eligible for a Sectional ranking. Fifty 
points must be accumulated by a cat for 
All-America honors. Such points are not 
championship points earned by contest- 
ants in individual exhibitions. The Best 
Cat in an All-Breed show which has been 
granted four points by the cat registry 
association, does not mean that the Best 
Cat winner is awarded 4 points. The 
Best Cat in the Sectional rankings could 
earn a total of as much as 175 points 
(maximum). 

The section to which a cat belongs is 
determined by the location of its owner. 
The East comprises the Northeastern 
States as well as New York, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania and Delaware. The dividing 
line separating Canada is at the north

We all know this, and the 
type far outnumbering all the others put 
together is the “common” cat. This is 
the type that the average individual 
visualizes when the word “cat” is men- 
tioned. The fact that they are so plenti- 
ful, and so much a part of the everyday 
scene, accounts in no small measure for 
the failure of the non-exhibiting public 
to recognize the rare specimen when he 
sees it. Sprinkled among the so-called 
“ordinary” cats, but in most cases over- 
looked, are specimens that could form 
the foundation stock of a cattery. There 
is a name for them—Domestic Short 
Hairs. 

In these United States, it is certainly 
true that a good Domestic is where you 
find it, and many a show winner has first 
seen the light of day in a market, ware- 
house, or farmhouse. One of the most 
beautiful Blue Domestics I ever saw, Ch. 
Tri-Mountain Susie II, quite frankly 
claims Blue Boy of North Market as her 
sire. Her owner, Miss Irma Rich, has 
watched Susie climb to Best Domestic in 
Show eight times, and to All American 
three times. This is just one instance, and 
I'll wager there are many others. 


The cat associations provide for classes 
in their shows in which Domestic Short 
Hair cats compete against their own 
color exactly as do the Longhairs. There 
are classes for Solid Colors—White, Blue, 
Black, Red and Cream. Classes for Sil- 
vers, Shaded Silvers, Silver Tabbies and 
Smokes. Classes for Brown Tabbies, Red 
Tabbies, Tortoiseshells and Blue-Creams. 
A broad classification into which, judging 
by past performances, many a house cat 
would fit. Why not scout around? Per- 
haps the cat that is petted at the corner 
grocery, or the one for whom food is 
placed on the back porch, has hitherto 
unsuspected potentialities. 


The breeding of Domestics offers a 
wonderful opportunity to the novice who 
wants to show and build up a reputation 
in the Fancy. The field is definitely not 
crowded. Domestics are hardy, easy to 
groom, and when shown in sparkling 
condition, are beautiful beyond belief. 

There is a need for more Short Hairs 
in our shows. In the majority of cases, 
classes are altogether too small to pro- 
vide the incentive for improvement, 
through breeding, which is the backbone 
of progress in any breed. 


Never a haphazard affair, the breeding 
of the Domestic is a science. This fact is 
borne out by the consistently high qual- 
ity of the Domestics breeders are cur- 
rently showing. Perusal of the stud books 
and show catalogues will further empha- 
size the thought that has been expended 
in advancing the breed. Due to the

shrouded backgrounds of many of the 
Domestics, selective breeding must be 
carried out to the finest possible point. 

The Domestic, if it is to retain type 
and coat, should never be crossed with « 
Longhair or Foreign Short Hair. Good 
Domestics come from Domestic breed- 
ing, no other course is open. Sensible 
color crosses are possible within the 
breed, just as with Longhairs, but a cat 
resulting from the crossing of two breeds 
has no place in Domestic classes. A 
Siamese type head, or a wooly coat, do 
nothing to enhance the beauty of an 
otherwise good Domestic. 


The Domestic cat should not be a 
slinky type. Its body should represent 
power—broad chest, deep body, sturdy 
legs. The head should be rounded, with 
full cheeks, short face and nose. The 
ears should be small, neatly rounded at 
the tips, and the coat should be short 
and clinging to the body. It should fairly 
radiate strength and vitality. The idea 
that the Domestic has anything to gain 
by crossing with a Persian or Foreign 
Short Hair is preposterous. Such crosses 
can only result in ruination of the breed. 

Silver Tabbies and Whites in this 
country are numerically strong, and type 
in most specimens is above average. Mrs. 
Frank Freudenthal, Mrs. John Hunter 
and Mrs. Merald Hoag are only a few 
who are bending every effort to maintain 
the high quality of these colors. Blues 
and Blacks, in certain parts of the 
country, are also strong, but other colors 
do not appear in the shows as often as 
we would like. More breeders, to help 
along the supply, would do wonders to- 
ward helping populate those empty 
classes. 


Breeders of registered Domestics are 
not always able to supply interested 
parties with good specimens for show or 
breeding and that is why it is tO the 
advantage of anyone who likes cats to 
keep his eyes open for potential show 
winners. Regardless of the place of birth, 
there is always room for a good Domestic 
and this especially holds true for the 
colors that are in the minority and need 
building up. Solid Reds and Creams, 
Silvers, Smokes, Red Tabbies and Tor- 
toiseshells, these are beautiful varieties 
that are all too seldom seen. Undoubted- 
ly, this is due to the lack of stock, or a 
spotty distribution of what stock there is. 
Given a little time, I’ve no doubt tha! 
Domestic breeders will handle that situa- 
tion as they have handled many others. 


The Domestic Short Hair has a very 
real place in the Cat Fancy. Quickened 
interest, encouragement and helpful ad- 
vice passed on to newcomers, will assure 
a healthy future for a breed that is loved 
and admired the world over.

Guy Bogart Over KFOX Tells How Best to Protect 
Our Pets From Professional Anti-Cat Lobbyists 


Cats have functioned more perfectly 
in their environment for 40 million years 
than any other form of mammalian life 
and if the madness of humanity wipes 
out the race of men, we are quite sure 
that the cat will continue efficiently and 
daintily to carry on. The ideal of course 
is for the humans to go on functioning— 
as I believe we shall—and to make the 
most of the beautiful and practical part- 
nership offered to us by the Cat. This 
means among other things a continuing 
alertness against those uninformed, pre- 
judiced and fanatical persons who like 
Gertrude Charney will always seek leg- 
islation to exterminate the cat. 


This means to start that we must our- 
selves study the problem not only of cats 
and birds (NOT cats versus birds) and 
also the whole complex problem of the 
balance of nature of which it is just an 
integral part. We must divorce hysteria 
and emotionalism from our studies and 
our own appraisals. The Lockridge book 
(one of the best in the history of cat 
literature), “Cats and People” has a 
short but pithy chapter on the subject 
that ought to be familiar to every cat 
lover. When we base our arguments on 
such factual knowledge we will be 
listened to. There is little hope of con- 
vincing the people who believe cat lovers 
are a perverted group who coax birds 
into traps for their cats, who think birds 
will be exterminated if we do not kill 
all cats, who do not even know the prob- 
lems of birds. But those folks by persistent 
misrepresentation of facts can and do 
win individuals and legislators who do 
not know both sides of the questions. 
These are the folks we must win—but by 
sober scientific facts and without hysteria 
or wild statements. Neither cats or anv 
other animals are ALL good or ALL 
bad. Only as we see their place in thr 
overall plan of a balanced nature can we 
be convincing. 


The evils come mainly in the legisla- 
tive halls. None of the proposed bill 
could ever be enforced. But they would 
work untold hardships on cats and people 
in the spiteful activities of a misguided 
militant minority and on the part of 
spiteful neighbors who want to avenge 


real or fancied grudges against owners 
of cats. 


This means only one major thing: 
every cat lover must know his state sena- 
tor and assemblyman. This need not be 
too difficult—it’s a good thing anyway 
to know them. If they think you mean 
business they will listen to you. A form- 
type of letter sent will not mean too 
much. Mimeographed cards and letters 
just signed by voters are of so little valuc 
it is a waste of postage and time to bothe- 
with them—they find a lodgement i: 
stuffed waste baskets. In your own hand 
in your Own way, you will be listened to 
If your legislator just acknowledges your 


letter with a courteous bit of piffle (as is 
the usual habit), write again—pin him 
down to a yes or no committment. 
Nothing else is worth much. On cat 
measures a large part of the men in the 
legislature do not have a strong feeling. 
The anti-cat folks see them regularly 
and if they do not hear the other side 
it is natural for them either to believe 
unverified statements or to acquiesce 
just to get rid of the pestering crusaders. 
It took six years of such tactics to win 
the Illinois legislature—but it did work 
and if we do not remain alert in Cali- 
fornia it will surely happen here. It’s 
purely up to you cat lovers. 


Writing one letter and forgetting the 
subject won’t work. Keep in constant 
touch—not nagging but to show you 
personally mean business. See that ail 
of the cat lovers you know do likewise. 
Gertrude Charney for the past two years 
has been personally seeing every state 
senator and assemblyman in California 
and seeing that mimeographed propa- 
ganda reaches them regularly month by 
month, year in and year out. Her pro- 
posed legislation will not pass this year. 
You can rest assure, however, that for 
the next twenty-four months she and her 
associates will continue without ceasing 
to press her propaganda and it will not 
be just generalized mimeographed alone 
but a personal contact with your as- 
semblyman and senator. It’s up to you 
to "keep personally in touch with these 
men—both with your wishes and with 
information of a scientific nature. You 
can’t write a letter and feel virtuous- 
it’s a continuing campaign. There is no 
alternative if you love your cats enough 
to see that they remain free companions. 


Mrs. Alice M. Clark of San Francisco 
and R. P. Wilson of San Juaquin, prom- 
inent in the Cat Fancy, rightly contend 
that the place to make the real fight is 
in the assembly committee hearings. But 
most of us cannot afford to go to Sacra- 
mento for this purpose. There is an al- 
ternative: if we were really as concerned 
and alerted FOR cats as their enemies 
are AGAINST them we would see that 
funds were provided to have competent 
representation in the committee hear- 
ings. We as cat lovers are not well or- 
ganized—which is why a handful of cat 
haters can get so far. Until we can get 
better organized we will continue to fight 
a hard and often losing series of battles 
for the rights of cats. I know many. 
many things I could do with time ance 
money—and so do you. But if we will 
rally behind organized leadership we can 
outplay those who would exterminate c 
hamper the cats. 


How many know the names of your 
senator and assemblyman? Give me your 


address and I shall tell you. Get

TYPE 


I am of the opinion that the word that 
best describes the qualities of the stand- 
ard is T-Y-P-E. 

A cat is type or not type, according to 
how'nearly one approaches the perfection 
set forth in the standard of the Associa- 
tion you belong to. 

No cat is ABSOLUTELY perfect. 
Therefore, the choosing of a certain cat 
as an ideal for the particular breed must 
be done only on the basis that this cat 
approached most nearly to being the 
perfect cat. 

This is illustrated in the work of the 
judge in choosing her placings in the 
show group or for best-in-show. (How 
can a Persian be judged against a Sia- 
mese, is asked. It is not so judged di- 
rectly, only indirectly.) 

The judge first judges each group 
winner against its own perfection. She 
sees ‘double’. She sees twelve cats where- 
as the spectators see only six cats—the 
flesh and blood cats. The good judge, 
however, sees the ideal cat also for each 
of the group winners, and how near does 
it come to being perfect by its breed 
standard of perfection. 

Then she compares these scores of 
nearest to perfection, and the cat which 
is highest in its approach to the theoreti- 
cal 100 per cent perfection is declared 
best in group or best in show. AT 
LEAST THAT IS HOW THE JUDGE 
SHOULD MAKE HER PLACINGS, 
but theory and practice often meet as 
strangers in the show room.

Under date of April 1951, the Cat 
Fanciers’ Association in its official Bulle- 
tin to affiliated clubs released findings 
and other information that were a pact 
of the annual meeting of the organiza- 
tion held in New York on February 22. 

Anthony De aSntis was announced as 
the winner of the C.F.A. Challenge 
Award for Best Cat, while Mrs. Merald 
E. Hoag captured a pair of honors with 
Best Novice and Best Kitten. Mrs. R. H. 
Hecht won the Best Short Hair Award. 

The Cat Fanciers of the Palm Beaches 
(Florida) was accepted to membership. 

The ruling that no rosettes, ribbons or 
trophies other than those of the C.F.A. 
be displayed at C.F.A. sanctioned ex- 
hibitions, was rescinded. 

All proposals for changes in the con- 
stitution pertaining to regional repre- 
sentation were rejected by the assembly. 

It was announced that the Association 
had a club membership of sixty-eight 
affiliates with twelve admitted during 
the year. Four clubs were dropped. 
Eighty-one shows were licensed of which 
thirty-six were all-breed. The forty-five 
specialty shows included eightcen solid 
color, eighteen siamese, five tabby and 
tortic, three silver and one domestic short 
hair.

A STANDARD is a must for a breed 
because breeders otherwise would never 
secure any uniformity in type. There 
could be no Cat Shows or placings be- 
cause there would be no standard by 
which to make the awards. 

It also must be born in mind that 
STANDARDS do not concern themselves 
with the disposition of the cat, with the 
cat’s temperment or with the cat’s men- 
tality, although I found a few judges 
who did allude to these matters. The 
STANDARD sets up an ideal for physi- 
cal breeding, inasmuch as heredity con- 
cerns itself only with physical qualities. 
No direct provision is made for brains, 
genius or mentality, in a STANDARD. 

Each Association has its STANDARD. 
This is known as the STANDARD of 
PERFECTION, inasmuch as it «states 
what the ideal specimen of the breed 
should be physically. 

Most Standards carry a scale of points, 
giving percentages of value to the various 
parts.

THE BACK FENCE 


Some people who claim that cats are not smart illustrate 
their opinions by stating that cats get up in trees and then 
can’t get down.
